The courtroom seats were filled 
with spectators, many of whgm were 
politicians. About 20 witnesses had 


been summoned to testify for the 
Government. They were summoned 
by M. R. Bevington, Chief Natural- 
gation Examiner, who is opposing 
Weeke's naturalization on the 
ground that he is merely unfit for 
citizenship. 

An tmportant ruling by Judge 


Dyer early in the hearing was that: 


Weeks cannot claim the privileges 
accorded by a naturalization act 
passed in 1910 which authorized the 
naturalization of.persons of good 
character who technically were not 
citizens, but who for years had be- 
ileved themselves to be citizens and 
; exercised the rights of citizenship. 
Ruling t Weeke. _ 

On this point the Court ruled that 
Weeke must be considered to be an 
enemy alien and that his case must 
be decided on the standards of a re- 
cent regulation permitting enemy 
aliens to obtain citizenship under 
certain conditions. 

The status of Weeke as an en- 
ethy alien not entitled to special con- 
sideration was fixed by the Judge 
after he had asked Bevington if it 
was his intention to attack the char- 
acter of Weeke and of the witnesses 


HAT Pope Benedict is pre-

During the reign of Pope Bene- 
dict the question was brought up 
first last June when the Vatican 
issued a denial to a report in 
Spanish newspapers that the 
Pope yould leave Rome for 
Spain.

Now, if this be 
true, one would expect the citi- 
zens of St. Louis, acting in their 
civic as well as in their individ- 
ual capacities, to exhibit more 
strongly than those of any other 
| big community the characteris- 
tics and traits of the Amerjcan. 
tics and traits? Let us recog- 
nize frankly our defects as well 
The charge that 
we have been cverimpressed by 
material, commercial success is 
by no means unfounded. Before 


that our main civic ambition 
was a commercial one. We did 
not, indeed, neglect our libraries, 
art museums and our parks; we 
had begun to set aside play- 
grounds for our children; and 
St. Louis was justly proud of 
the buildings that house her 
schools. As a sign of the quick- 
ening of this new community 
spirit that was to come, a splen- 
did civic pageant may be cited. 
But our conception of’ a desir- 
able city was chiefly utilitarian, 
in which the fine arts and the 
larger social good were sacri- 
ficed to a prosperity redounding 
largely in favor of the privileged 
and potentially privileged; a city 
which could give exceptional op- 
portunities to the man born with 
the “‘business faculty.’ Not that 
the business faculty is by any 
means to be despised. But it is 
not the onl uality needed in a 
rounded and happy community. 
And while commercial prosper- 
ity is essential, it can no longer 
have any permanence if other 
factors in a city’s life and 
growth are. slighted and neg- 
lected. ‘ 


We Have a New Vision. 


Our great World’s Fair which 
marked the inauguration of the 
century, was largely dedicated to 
commercial prosperity; and 
hence ephemeral, although it 
did establish our capacity to ac- 
complish great things and make 
the name _ St. Louis familiar 
throughout the world. These 
will both help us in carrying 
out greater measures in the fu- 
ture. With a new vision gained, 
we can see now that had these 
millions béen spent on such a 
social scheme as the City Plan 
Commission now proposes, the 
results would have shown sub- 
stantial benefits far more endur- 
ing. Education and vision, how- 
ever, are gained through mis- 
takes and crises; and we have 
today ample proof that our en- 
ergy and courage, are unim- 
paired. No one foresaw the 
world war—that incalculable, 
educating, unifying, fusing force 
which in four years was to ac- 
complish more in transforming 
America than the normal work 
of 50 years. Something of. the 
new issues, of the interdepend- 
ence of man on man, of nation 
on rration, which are to bring 
about the vast social changes of 
the twentieth century had im- 
pressed themselves upon us be- 
fore the war, but no one could 
have predicted that in less than 
two decades we should be pour- 
ing out our millions in a cause 
which must reveal to us not‘only 
what we want, but also the man- 
ner in which it shall be obtained. 
And how those of us who atill * 
claim association with St. Louis 
seanned with faith the columns 
of our newspapers to read with 
pride the response of the city to 
that cause. War had scarcely 
been declared when her quota of 
volunteers was overfilled and at 
length one out of every 14 St. 
Loulsans was enlisted in the 
Government service. 

Nor was it in the “boom” spir- 
it of local aggrandizement that 


our citizens oversubscribed by 
millions in each of the Red Cross 
drives, but for the saffering and 
starving pecples of the earth, 
for soldiers, too, other than our 
own. In this same cause and in 
larger proportions than those of 
any: other city did our house- 
wives stint and deny themselves. 
To other funds our subscriptions 
were equally liberal. But, even 
more significant of the aroused 
Americanism of our people was 
the readiness to lend their 
money to the nation and to the 
world in time of need. During 
the summer of 1918, rich and 
poor alike were buying nearly 
two million dollars worth of war 
saving stamps a month. The 
story of all our erty loans is 
one of millions oversubscribed; 
while in the last two, by a tri- 
umph of organization and gener- 
osity, St. Louis led all other 
cities in the nation. 


Democracy Is Scientific. 

In this accomplishment, a 
tribute must be paid to the tal- 
ent for a large-scale organiza- 
tion which is essentially an 
American ‘‘business’’ trait. But 
aroused now, observe, to a real- 
ization of a social idea embrac- 
ing the world. What the world 
regards and admires as a 
quixotic act, our willingness to 
expend our energies, our tal- 
ent and our treasure for an end, 
innocent of territorial aggran- 
dizement of material, commer- 
cial supremacy, has been swift- 
ly and efficiently accomplished 
without undue waste by the aid 
of that administrative gift in our 
business men—a sufficient au- 
gury of the part that gift must 
play in the Community of the 
Future. 

The supreme question facing 
our city and the country today 
is whether we shall be able to 
keep before our eyes the ideal 
we have gained in this war, and 
apply it to the reconstruction of 
St. Louis and of the nation. For 
the true issue of the war is the 
issue of the new century, the 
need of socializing and democ- 
ratizing the modern industrial 
community. And the war must 
have taught the least discerning 


_ among us what may be accom- 


plished when all elements work 
together for the common good. 
The issue, in brief, is democ- 
racy, and democracy today has 
become a scientific experiment. 
The City Plan Commission is 
asking the citizens of St. Louis 
to inaugurate that experiment. 
Science must indeed be em- 
ployed for the ®dvancement of 
industry in behalf of commer- 
cial prosperity, but also for hu- 
man contentment and human 
growth, without which commer- 
cial prosperity is worthless. The 
plan, therefore, has been drawn 
up by experts, and takes. into 
account.that most human of al] 
sciences, Social Science. It calls 
upon St. Louis to assume lead- 
ership among other cities in the 
advancement of social science. 


Emulation as a Factor. 


Only by forethought can the 
city hope to take advantage of 
vast commercial opportunities 
which the new era is to bring 
forth. The Plan Commission 
aims to take immediate and ef- 
fective steps to relieve the Mis- 
sissippi River, the city’s greatest 
natural resource, from  bank- 
ruptcy. The River des Peres 
scheme must appeal to all mod- 


ern-minded men who are con- 


vinced of the hopelessness of fu- 
ture individual effort; who 
know that the time has come— 
if the city is to prosper—to re- 
place individual effort by com- 
munity forehandedness. The 
development of the terminal 
system, the construction of new 
bridges, logically follow. While 
without aflequate sewers, water 
supply and scientific garbage 
disposal, the money for all in- 
dustrial impraqvements will have 
been spent in vain. 


| Introduction by Winston Churchill, St. Louis Author, to 
City Plan Commission’s After War Work Program 


So much for-competition with 
other cities in industrial growth 
—now a community affair, and 
delivered into the hands of a 
group of trained men. But here 
competition ends—competition 
defined as an effort directed 
solely for material gains—and 
emulation begins. Emulation 
will. be the keynote of the twen- 
tieth century and the city that 
neglects it will fall hopelessly 
behind. Other cities of America 
with fewer natural resources 
than St. Louis are beginning to 


be keenly alive to the fact that, 


beauty and art, comfort, cleanli- 
ness; opporcunities for rational 
amusements, desirable homes 
and surroundings for the work- 
ers and families of moderate 
means are also éssentials. For 
who shall declare, even of a city, 
whege the body ends and the 
soul begins’ 

The slum, as centuries go, is 
not so very old. It dates from 
the introduction of machinery, 
from the beginning of the indus- 
trial age of utilitarianism, a 
short-sighted philosophy sacri- 
ficing imperative needs in the 
life of man to what we call pros- 
perity. Utilitarianism has been 
the curse of Amcrica and had it 
not so blinded us we should have 
long agp realized that the mean 
housing of workers, even from 
an economic point of view, is the 
worst possible long-run policy. 
The concerted social efforts de- 
manded. by the war, the knowl- 
edge ggined that all elements 
of a community must stand or 
fall together, must emancipate 
us from this fallacy. And our 
Federal Government at once 
recognized that workers could 
not be called upon to toil for 
the greatest of human causes 
unless that cause itself were em- 
bodied in the Government’s 
dealings with them—unless they 
were properly housed and their 
lives made full. The cause for 
which the war was fought has 
not ceased with the war’s end. 
In the future a man will not la- 
bor for a community, or remain 
in it, that does not see to it that 
the wants of his nature are ful- 
filled. Proper housing, the main- 
tenance of a high standard of 


living must be, if not the city’s, 


task, at least the city’s reésponsi- 
bility. 
Playgrounds and Parks. 

Of no less importance is the 
program for adequate plavr- 
grounds and parks, and co:- 
munity centers for children us 
well as for adults. Education is 
indeed the cornerstone of de- 
mocracy, but education is of no 
avail to a feeble mind or a stunt- 
ed brairf, and a sound body is 
the first requisite of good citizen- 
ship. That the city streets as 
playgrounds breed disease and 
vice and crime is a truth need- 
ing no comment. The benefit ac- 
cruing from the playgrounds al- 
ready in existence must be ap- 
parent to all thoughtful citizens, 
and that the child of the well-to- 
do alone should have good air 
and sunlight in which to exercise 
and grow presupposes a continu- 
ance of the narrower view of 
community prosperity, of a 
wealth domination, economic 
and political, that for the future 
good of the social body and soul 
cannot be permitted to continue. 
And for those who cannot afford 
country homes the city must 
provide a recreation park such 
as that suggested by the com- 
mission, on the bluffs of the 
Missouri. 

It has been cynically declared 
that human nature does not 
change. Put our correlated 
knowledge of human nature, of 
the mainsprimgs of men’s ac- 
tions, has increased more in the 
last three decades than in all the 
former vears of the world’s his- 
tory put together. This is due to 
the great strides made in psy- 
chology, which is at the base of 
social science. And we are now 
at last in a position to apply our 
knowledge of the human mind 


to social evils that have ravaged 
our communities in the past; and 
we discover that human nature 
takes a terrible vengeance on 
the community, and on itself if 
certain fundamental instincts 
are thwarted or denied. One of 
man’s necessities is for relaxa- 
tion, recreation and amusement. 
This, too, must become a charge 
on the community, and a begin- 
ning must be made by increasing 
the acreage of the city parks. 


Satisfying “Herd Instinct.” 


Moreover, what is called by 
psychologists, the ‘herd in- 
stinct’’ must likewise be satis- 
fied. This instinct, gone wrong. 
manifests itself in mobs and 
riots; properly provided for in 
community centers, clubs and 
forums for the discussion of 
public questions, and the educa- 
tional exchange of ideas, it pro- 
vides for a gregarious need. In 
recognition of this arises. the 
proposal of the commission for 
a great community auditorium, 
one which will house, not only 
the exhibits of commerce, serve 
as center for music and even for 
art, but which will provide a 
meeting place for all the citizens 
to hear, and perhaps to debate 
as well, matters of ‘community, 
national and world import. 

Psychology and the new so- 
cial science has brought home to 
us the gospel saying that man 
does not live by bread alone. 
Bread is essential, but beauty 
and art are equally so—if by 
‘“‘living’’ we mean more than 
mere existence. Nor, indeed, is 
there any good reason why com- 
merce should be divorced from 
beauty and the arts. No city can 
be a permanently happy city in 
which a large proportion of the 
inhabitants dwell in sordid sur- . 
roundings; in which, in contrast 
to a Portland or a Westmoreland 
place, there are dreary streets 
to oppress and retard the spirit 
of man. 

Little by little these streets 
must disappear. Even at the 
new social fabric of co-operation 
will replace the old structure of 
utilitarianism and individualism, 
so the old structure of tenements 
and gloomy buildings must van- 
ish as fast as it lies within the 
ability of an energetic and ideal- 
istic city to cope with the task. 
In the plan an appropriate be- 
ginning is made by the projec- 
tion of a system of boulevards, 
cutting through ugly districts 
now to be dedicated to new uses, 
by widening arteries already in 
existence; while the public 
buildings, civic and Federal, in- 
cluding the Auditorium—the city 
forum—unified in design, will 
for convenience and beauty be 
grouped in one great community 
center. 


Call of Reconstruction. 


The war has revealed to us, as 
nothing else could have done, 
the tremendous resources of our 
American communities. It has 
proved that we not only: have 
vast sums of money to spend and 
lend. but that we are willing to 
spend and lend them for a pur- 
pose appealing to hearts and 
minds. If the war had gone on, 
we should have continued our 
giving and lending on an even 
greater scale than heretofore. 
The people of St. Louis are now 
called upon to give and lend for 
the consummation and conserva- 
tion of that for which thelr sol- 
diers have fought and died, the 
building up of a community 
which, in its regard for the wel- 
fare, contentment and true hap- 
piness of all,. will be a leader 
among communities. 

Sometimes the ties of early 
years, as well as the, knowledge 
of the meaning and value of 
these ties, grow stronger with 
the passing of time. It has been 
s0 in my case. And this being 
so, I cannot doubt the answer 
which St. Louis will make to the 
call of American reconstruction.

Upon presentation of the re- 
port by the engineer it occurred 
to the commission that an intro- 
duction to this report, written by 
some cne capable of interpreting 
the spirit of St. Louis, would 
serve to point more clearly the 
desirability of early and concert- 
ed action, for since St. Louis has 
respondent more liberally than 
any other American city to the 
nation’s call for help, certainly 
she should be equal to the task 
of providing for her own imper- 
ative needs. Quite naturally, 
therefore. we turned to that for- 
mer St-,Louisan whose rank in 
the fleld of literature and letyers 
is well known—Mr. Winstdn 
Churchill.

The men_=— spent 
Sunday in making themselves com- 
fortable for an extended stay on the 
bridgehead. The doughboys having 
_reached their objectives are now 
asking each other, ‘where do we go 
from here?” 

For three days the Americans 
have streamed across the four 
bridges spanning the Rhine. The two 
bridges'at Coblenz have been partic- 
ularly burdened even during part of 
the night. With the first troops, 
who crossed Friday, went some cam- 
ions/ with temporary supplies. Sat- 
urday, streams of motor trucks, load- 
ed with food, clothing and gasoline, 
rumbled along the cobblestone 
streets of Coblenz in greater num- 
bers than the citizens ever had seen, 
notwithstanding the fact that Co- 
blenz formerly was an important 
point for the Germany army. 

Trucks. Too Wide for Streets. 

The huge American trucks are 
nearly as wide as some of the streets 
of Coblenz, so instead of reaching 
the bridges through the city’s center, 
the trucks followed the Moselle 
River to the Rhine Esplanade and 
thence crossed the bridges. A _six- 
inch howitzer drawn by six horses 
passed through Cob!2enz Saturday 
and proceeded on across the river. 
This aftracted much attention in Co- 
_blenz and the villages east of the 
Rhine. Since the howitzer last was 
in action it has been painted a dul! 
‘battle green and appeared as if it 
had just come from the shop.

}, Streets of Coblenz Saturday than on 
any day since the Americans arrived. 
‘One civilian said that smany pf the 
timid folks of Coblenz had been 
keeping within doors, as they felt a 
little uncertain ds to what the be- 
havior of the Americans would be.
